TIIE TJI1RTEBN SUPEKSTITION. 


An E.isteru exchange saya that about 


the beginning of 1882 a number of gen- 
tlemen of New York set out to over- 
throw the superstition connected with 
the number 13, which is in effect that if 
that number of persons sit down togeth- 
er at a table, one of the party will die 
within a year. They selected for their 
headquarters the Knickerbocker cot- 
tage, the name of which contains just 
IS letters, and fortunately for thuir ob- 
ject the street number upon the build- 
ing was also 13. Then they found in 
their party a gentleman with 13 letters 
in his name, and he was chosen Presi- 
dent. The 13th of January was chosen 
39 the day for the first banquet, and 13 
dishes constituted the bill of fare. 
The 


programme was carried out without ac- 
cident, and 13 {banquets were arranged 
for the year. These were all successful, 
13 gentlemen attending each, though 
only three of the original number sat 
down to all of them. Daring the year 
the membership was increase'd to 1G9, or 
13 times 13. On February 13th the 
banquetting was resumed, and it is pro- 
posed to hold the festivities through the 
year 1883, with the same persistent and 
systematic contempt for the ominous 
number as was exhibited in 1882. And 
they are encouraged in this by the fact 
that not a member of their club has 
died since the organization. 


Perhaps society ought to feel under 


obligation to thoso heroic men, for thus 
facing the risk of a danger that is more 
generally dreaded than any other that 
may be classed as a pure superstition 
without any foundation in reason or 
common sense.

the question of a Constitutional Con- 
rention. In a late issue it says: 


We published a few days ago a synop- 


sis of the amendments to the State Con- 
vention adopted by the last Legislature. 
While they are all well enough in their 
way, tbey do not remedy or even touch 
the most objectionable features of the 
present instrument. 
An amendment 


should have passed abolishing needless 
State and county offices and consolidat- 
ing others, thereby relieving the people 
of at least one-third of the expense in 
matter of public officials. 
Th'is could 


easily be done, and with the "full assur- 
ance 
that our 
governmental affairs 


would be us well conducted as under the 
present Constitution. 


The sessions of the Legislature should 


be made quadrennial, for the require- 
ments of our little commonwealth do 
not demand that the Legislature should 
meet oftener than once in four years. 


There should be a change in our Judi- 


ciary system, increasing the number of 
Supreme Justices and assigning to each 
a district where he should officiate as 
District Judge, as is the custom ia Ter- 
ritories and in some of the smaller 
States of the Union. This change clone 
would reduce the expense of our Judi- 
ciary nearly one-half, while the busi- 
ness of our courts would be transacted 
in a more satisfactory manner than un- 
der the present system. 


The clause prohibiting special legisla- 


tion should be stricken out or so modi- 
fied as to enable the Legislature to dis- 
criminate in its action in relation to rail- 
road corporations, aiid also to legislate 
specially for the different counties in 
accordance with their varied conditions 
and requirements. 


With these amendments there would 


be no necessity for a Constitutional 
Convention, and it is to be regretted 
that the Legislature did not agree upon 
them. We know that such resolutions 
were introduced, for we received printed 
copies of them from our delegation dur- 
ing the session. If we remember cor- 
rectly, they all originated in the Senate, 
and it is our impression that they all 
pas led that body. Why they were not 
indorsed by the other House we do uol 
know. Probably they were defeated be- 
cause ol the inability of 
the 
two 


branches to ugroe upon the amendments 
proposed in the Assembly. With such 
amendments the Constitution 
could 


have been improved so as to meet the

table, the burning of the left ear, the 
dropping of a fork, are indeed prophetic 
of unpleasant consequences, but with 
the exception of the breaking of a look- 
ing glass, we do not recall another in 
the long list that foreshadows death. 
Neither would there be dignity about 
the smashing of looking glasses, the 
sallying forth at evening to face the 
moon over the left shoulder, or the rub- 
bing of either, ear to cause a burning 
sensation. But in feasting by thirteens 
there is an opportunity for a "good 
time," made perhaps even more festive 
and hilarious in order to express defi- 
ance of the grim monster. 


Nevertheless, as a superstition exists 


without any demonstration of its truth- 
fulness, so it is probable that this dem- 
onstration of its groundlessness will 
have an effect upon the public mind. 
Other parties will meet by tbirteens, 
and deaths will follow, since that is in- 
evitable, and then all the work of the 
Thirteen Club will go for naught, as the 
exception will only be held to prove 
the rule. And then among the super- 
stitious there is a fancy that premedita- 
tion dispels the effect. 
Thus it is sup- 


posed to be a good omen for a person 
to put on his stockings wrong side out 
in the morning, but if he were to do this 
intentionally instead of accidentally, 
the favorable result could not be expect- 
ed. So when these thirteeners chal- 
lenge death deliberately and with pre- 
meditation their disappointment may 
not be the less certain because it is 
agreeable, and the effect of an accident- 
al sitting down of thirteen to a table is 
not likely to be disoounte'd as a resnlt 
of their experiment. 


The number 13 is not, of coarse, more 


unlucky than any other, and how this 
superstition should have originated we 
cannot imagine. Of course if all the 
people were to organize themselves into 
Thirteen Clubs and continuously sit 
down to the table in that form, their 
numbers would be interfered with by 
death, for such an association is no 
more an insurance of life than it is an 
omen of death. But if these thirteen 
parties were as fatal as is supposed by 
many, the life insurance companies 
would have discovered it long ago, and 
we should find in (heir policies a stipu- 
lation that the holders thereof should 
avoid them on pain of forfeiting all 
their rights. 
And the parents of eleven 


children have never yet discovered a 
means of lessening the 
number of 


months to feed in gathering the whole 
family at the table together. And if 
the Thirteen Club does not feast too 
luxuriously on the occasions of its meet 
ings, its members have as good reason 
as otners of equal age and health to 
look forward to the enjoyment of man's 
allotted years. 
But a "big feed" once

requirements of the times, thereby ob- 
viating the necessity and expense of 
onlb^g a convention. 


As this matter now stands, however, 


it is evident that the people must con- 
tinue to endure the burdens imposed 
upon them by an unsuitable and high 
pressure Constitution, or ratify with 
their votes the call for a convention. 
There appears to be no other alterna- 
tive, for not one of the amendments, if 
adopted, will afford a particle of relief 
in the matter of reducing the expenses 
of our State or county governments. 


A convention under our present Con- 


stitution must be composed of at least 
sixty delegates, which is the aggregate 
membership of the Senate and Assem- 
bly. The cost of holding it will prob- 
ably nearly equal that of an average 
session of the Legislature. The ex- 
pense of the convention, together with 
a special election submitting the new 
Constitution to the people cannot be 
safely estimated at less than $80,000, 
and probably would somewhat exceed 
that sum. The question then arises 
whether it will be better to incur that 
cost or endure the evils under which we 
are at present laboring. 


Of course much would depend upon 


the election of the convention, should 
one be called. In that matter the peo- 
ple must take tha chances, or at least 
they should see that men of experience, 
ability and honesty are elected as dele- 
gates. 
We believe that under a new 


Constitution embodying the proposi- 
tions above mentioned and a few other 
less important ones, that the taxpayers 
of the State would be saved in a single 
yeur nearly enough to defray the ex- 
pense of a convention and special elec- 
tion. 


There is no denying the fact that our 


State is not in a prosperous condition, 
or that the prospect for a favorable 
change is not encouraging. 
Oar reve- 


nue from every source is yearly dimin- 
ishing, and a radical reduction in our 
expenses is on absolute necessity. Under 
our present Constitution any material 
financial reform is an impossibility, and 
we confess our inability to conceive any 
other means of relief than a conven- 
tion for the revision of our fundamental 
law.

All over the country the Republican 


party is gradually recovering from the 
tidal wave of last fall, especially where 
Democratic Legislatures have been in 
session, and a Democratic Congressional 
session next Winter, is all that is needed 
to complete the waking up of the Re- 
publicans to the oK. enthusiasm.

THE OFFICERS' ATTACHMENT. 


Tito Act to Authorize Attachment ol 


1'eos* and Salaries. 


An Act to authorize foes and salaries 


of officers, nnd compensation of other 
persons, to be taken m attachment and 
execution, anil to prohibit assignments 
to defraud creditors. 


[Approved February 1, 1883.] 


The people of the State of Nevada, rep- 


resented in Senate and Assembly do 
enact as follows: 
SUCTION 1. The fees and salaries of 


all persons holding offices Ar positions 
of profit under the Government of the 
State of Nevada, or under any county, 
township, city, town or school district 
within the State, shall bo subject to at- 
tachment and execution for all debts 
and liabilities created or incurred by 
such officials or other persons during 
their term of office or appointment, and 
all assignments, sales or transfer of such 
fees and salaries, previous to their be- 
coming due, unless mads in good faith, 
and net to defraud creditors, shall be 
null and void as against all such debts 
and liabilities. 


SFC. 2. In caso of the garnishment 


or attachment of any Auditor, Treasurer 
or disbursing officer, under the provis- 
ions of this Act, such officer so gar- 
uisheed or holding the funds or prop- 
erty attached, may pay the sum named, 
or deliver the property named in the 
garnishment or attachment into the 
court issuing the same, taking the re- 
ceipt of the court therefor, which shall 
ba a full release of the disbursing offi- 
cer from the garnishment or attach- 
ment. 


SEC. 3. The Statute of Limitations 


shall not run against any indebtedness 
of such officer or person, existing at the 
time of hia entering upon the duties of 
his office or position, daring the time 
such office or position shall be held.
